GLEANINGS FROM A RARE MAP. 


———

MAP lies before me which bears the 
following title: ‘‘A Map of the 

City and Suburbs of Dublin and also the 
Arch Bishop and Earl of Meath’s 
Liberties, with the bounds of cach Parish. 
Drawn from an Actual Survey. Made by 
Charles Brooking.’’ It is dated 1728. 
One of the notes states that the “ Arch 
Bishop and Earl of Meath’s Liberties are 
parted by a Water-Course from the Black 
Pitts to the Pottle.’’ 
This really fine, and now very rare, 
map measures some five feet by two feet ; 
but the actual plan of the city is only 
about three feet by fifteen inches, as the 
top and both sides of the map are 
oceupied by twenty finished engravings of 
prominent buildings then. standing in the 
city. Twenty- four coats of arms of, the 
trade guilds of Dublin are also shown ; 
and last, but not least, the engraved view 
of the city. This panorama extends from 
Ringsend in the east to the Royal 
Hospital in the west, and shows streets, 
churches and houses in minute detail. In 
the background fields and mountains are 
duly set forth. The fame and scarcity of 
Brooking’s map arise principally from the 
value and interest of these views set out 
on it. Though I may return to the 
pictures of old Dublin buildings on some 
future occasion, I will confine myself for 
the present to the engraved view of the 
city in 1728, now reproduced here, which 


is taken from the original map in my 
possession. 
Brooking’s was not, of course, the first 


engraved view of Dublin, as there is 
Speed’s small view of 1610 (done on the 
corner of his map of Leinster), which has 
often been reproduced. A good and en- 
larged copy of it forms the folding frontis- 
piece to Harris's “History of Dublin '' 
(1766). While, however, there is no

ihe effort which the Commissioner of Bray 
has brought about, in the same way as has 
jeen brought into effect in Dublin, where the 
licensed motor commissionaires are, as a 
general rule, making a living,” said the Irish 
Secretary of the Automobile Association, when 
his attention was. called to the comment made 


ny Mr. P. J. Meghen, B.E., B.Sc, Commis- 
/ for the administration of municipal 
' , on a complaint made by the licensed 
commissionaires of that township. It was: 
complained that seventy-five motorists gave 
no tips to the Commussionaires who were left 
in charge of parked cars, and that on several 
nights no more than 9d. was received from 
motorists after as much as ten and eleven 
hours service,

nuiries in Dublin yesterday as to the con- 
ditions that prevailed there, and at one of the 
prineipal parking places in the centre of the 
city he was informed that very much the 


same thing happened in Dublin as is com- 
plained of in Bray, only he said: ‘‘ We gene- 
rally have snore cars here, and, taken all 
in all, we may do better than the Bray men 
on the week, but not much.”’ 


LEAVING NOTHING BEHIND.

regularly, Others come and leave their cars 
as long as three and four hours: at a time, 
then take them away and go to another park- 
ing place, and never pay us anything.’: This 
has‘ been going on since the present arrange- 
ment has been made. 


“Well, ag to our avérage takings,’’. said 
this commissionaire, in answer to a question, 
“| don't think. 1 ever exceeded 3s, or» 36s. 
for any week, and in that time hundreds of 
cars would have been. parked at my~ place. 
Take O'Coftinell street,” he said; “ihe man 
there found that im the day-time it was not 
worth while doing service, but at night, when 
the rush to the cinemas is on. he remains 
until 11 and 11.30 o'clock; but his average is 
no more than 25s. a week.”’ i 

In another part of the city—not. far. from 
the Mansion House—and near College Green, 
inquiries elicited very much the “kame infor- 
mation. “‘Some of these motorists seemed to 
forget,” said..one..of - commisssionaires,~ 
“that we are paid no Wages for the work; 
that we are entirely dependent on gratuities, 
and that we must take care of the cars given 
specially into our eharge, in which often very 
valuable parcels are left. Some motorists do 
pay us the 1s. or 6d. per week, but these 
out of the hundreds parked with us regularly 


are few.” 


ADVANTAGES OF THE SYSTEM. 


The Irish Secretary to the Automobile 
Association when seen on the subject was 
quite sympathetic, and added :—*‘ This park- . 
ing system is certainly a great advantage to 
motorists who go to. places like Bray—that 
they can leave their cars in safety to make 
visits to places of interest.” Prior to this 
parking arrangement and the appointment of 
the commissionaires, motorists suffered from 
the terrible nuisance of newshoys and other 
people fighting in the streets to take charge 
of cars. Parking of cars now is 90 per cent. 
safer than it was, and myoterists should avail 
themselves of the facility afforded, and should 
contmbute in a small way towards the scheme, 
which is quite good and of considerable ad- 
vantage to the motorist.”’ 

Our representative was informed that the 
police authorities were quite satisfied with 
the way the commissionaires conducted the 
parking arrangements, and that the svstem 
was helpful to the traffic. arrangements in the 
city, He also learned that the monthly 
ticket arrangement which had been. made by 
the Automobile Association had lapsed. This 
was an arrangement by which motorists. on 
the payment of 5s. a month, received a 
ticket or tab, which they attached to their 
car, and which enabled them to park at any 
parking place in the citv at any time during 
the currency of the ticket, and they were free 
from any further payment. The money re- 
ceived from the sale of these tickets was dis- 
tributed in equal shares to all the commis- 
sionaires jin the service Motorists might 
again consider the benefit that the use of 
these tickets would he to all concerned. 


IN OTHER CITIES. 


In several other cities, where the parkit.g 
system in charge of ex-Service men has 
been adopted, fixed charges are in operation, 
and the motorist knows exactly what he ha 
got to pay. Where there is no fixed charge 
there is difficulty in estimating just how much 
to give in order to be just, and not over- 
generous. In at least one large city acrcss 


the Channel there is a fixed charge of 2s. 6d. 
per week for the man who parks his car 
daily in the city, and he may park it at any 
parking place so long as he shows his official 
receipt. For casual parking by a motorist | 
the charge is 6d,

EDUCATION DIFFICULTIES. g 

The Rev, 8, Mayes, M.A., Rector of Kil- 
more, moved the following resolution :— 

That. we welcome the assurances given by 
the Prime Minister and Minister of Educa- 
tion of the intention of the Government of 
Northern Ireland to introduce legislation at 
an early date by which the difficulties which 
have arisen in the administration of the Edu- 
cation Act, 1925-25, may be removed. We 
look forward to such a change as will enable 
us to co-operate whole heartedly in a system 
of education which will give equality of treat- 
ment and at the same time safeguard Pro- 
testant interests in Northern Ireland.” 

He said he wished to pay a special tribute 
to the work of the Northern’ Government in 
the matter of education. They were glad to 
see Viscount Charlemont, Minister of Educa- 
tion, present, and they felt ‘that if he had 
occupied that position from the commence- 
ment the Education Act would have been 
based on the view of an Irishman and not on 
the view of an Englishman... The difficulties 
that had arisen in connection with the ad- 
ministration of the Education Act were mainly 
due to the defects in the Act itself. He 
never understood how it came about that the 
recommendations of the Lynn Committee were 
so ruthlessly cast aside. Had these recom- 
thendations been adopted it would have pre- 
vented many difficulties that had since arisen. 

THE BIBLE IN THE SCHOOL. 

If they took the question of Biblica) in- 

struction m_ the schools—that difficulty should 


not arise at all if the Act had been proper! 
drawn up. The Act should have heen ‘es 
enough to say that one thing which was 


referred to by the Government as legal and 
illegal by the Regional Committees should 
have been put beyond dispute. It was the 
fault of the Act that the Churches, as such, 


had not suitable representation on the 
Regional Committees. He was speaking on 
behalf of his own Church. They had a 


Board of Edueation that was handing over 
thousands of pounds worth of yroperty to the 
Regional Committees. Was it outrageous to 
suggest. that the Board of Educr*'~» that 
handed-over the property should have some 
voice on the Regional Committee, not neces- 
sarily clerical? They wanted representatives 
of the Church on the Regional Committee. 
He was strengthened in his claim by the 
action of the Armagh Regional Committee. 
who, in giving grants to Armagh Royal 
School and Portadown and Lurgan Colleges, 
had made it a condition that they should have 
a on the Boards of Management, 

r. Mayes also demanded equality of treat- 
ment, and pointed out that it was an alarm- 
ing fact that, outside Belfast. the majority of 


the pupils attending public elementary 
schools in the six counties were Roman 
Catholics. In Armagh they had only a 


majority, including all Protestant denomina- 
tions, of 400 children attending the schools in 
the county. The Government was under no 
delusion as to the attitude of the Roman 
Catholic Church in the matter of the transfer 
of property. Their attitude was to boycott 
the Lynn Commission, and they refused to 
give evidence before it. The Protestant 
manager of a school was not supposed to have 
a conscience in this matter, but the conscience 
of the Roman Catholic priest was respected, 
and he was supposed to have a conscience. 
He thought that the appointment of, teachers 
should be in the hands of the Ministry, as 
there had never been such wire-pulling and 
jobbery as in the last five years. He earnestly 
oped that in the new Amending Act thev 
would have a system of education into which 
they could enter whole-heartedly. The best 
education in the future would be that in 
voluntary schools. Out of fifteen scholar. 
ships awarded by the County Armagh Com 
mittee thirteen were to students attending 
voluntary schools. 

Dean Tichborne, in seconding the resolu- 
tion, suggested that the Rev. Mr. Mayes 
should add that the following representatives 


from Armagh Diocese be nominated 
to act in conjnuction with the re- 
presentatives of other Northern diocesses 
on the Consultative Committee to 


meet the Northern Government in reference 
to the amendments to the Act :—Dean Tich- 
borne, Rev. S. Mayes, Rev. F. J. Halahan, 
Mr. W. J. Green, Mr. Robert Anderson, J.P., 
and Dr. George Dougan. 

The Rev. Mr. Mayes agreed to the addition 
suggested by the Dean. 

MINISTER'S REPLY. 

Viscount Charlemont, Minister of Educa- 
tion, said that in order to avoid any 
possible disappointment of hopes, the 
earliest possible date on which legis- 
lation could be introduced by the Govern- 
ment was next summer. There was a

THE LICENSING OF CLUBS. 

Rev. Henry Lamb moved the followin 
resolution :—‘' That we, while deeply aratotel 
to the Government of Nurthern Ireland for 
its efforts on behalf of temperance in ‘the 
past, are firmly convinced that much still 
remains to be done to lessen the evil effects 
of the drink traffic, especially in the licensing 
end conduct of clubs. We ask the Govern- 
ment to keep a watchful eye for any oppor- 
tunity which may arise to make our province 
still more free from the evils of the trade.” 

Mr. E. Maginnis, Tandragee, seconded the 
resolution, which was passed unanimously. 

LORD JUSTICE’S CHALLENGE. 

Lord Justice Best said that he wished 
to challenge the statement of the mover of 
the resolution, that in clubs it was. possible 
for members to drink all day and all night 
during week-days and on Sundays. Nothing 
could be further from the truth than that 
statement. In every club, whether it he 
the club of the wealthy man or the poor man, 
ian application must be made to the proper 
licensing authority—namel , the two Resi 
dent Magistrates in the district, and before 
a licence was granted to a club they must be 
satisfied that the hours during which 
and the conditions under which intoxi- 
eating liquor could be supplied to mém- 
bers of the club were reasonable, and, unless 
the men who held an impartial position in 
the matter were satisfied that the hours were 
reasonable, the licence was not granted. 
Therefore, it was doing the cause of tem- 
perance tremendous injury for tue mover of 
a resolution to state that in clubs members 
could drink day and night during Sundays 
and week-days. 

Rev. Mr. Lamb—Is not it possible te get 
drink at any time? 

Lord Justice Best—It is not; unless the 
rules are broken. I suppose you can get 
into a public-house if the publican is pre- 
pared to break the law. (Laughter ; 

The resolution was passed. 

THE DIOCESAN COUNCIL. 

Moving the adoption of the report of the 
Diocesan Council, the Ven. Archdeacon Irwin 
said that there were few years in which the 
Council had greater cause to congratulate 
itself and them on the state of the « ‘-cese 
than this year. That was the fifteenth yea: 
on which he had been privileged to mve the 
resoiution which he now proposed, and as he 
looked back over the time he could see a 
steady advancement in the determination of 
the laity of the diocese to provide adequately 
and well for the ministration of religion. 
It had always been a labour of 
love to him to help in the finances 
of the diocese, but it became 
more so every year, as he saw the various 
parishes making every exertion to pay up 
punctually the demands made upon them. 

they were the more important parishes, 
surely they ought to provide as large an 
income as they could, and not be content 
either with the minimum stipend, or a parish 
in the neighbourhood of the minimum stipend, 

He had in mind some _ well-to-do parishes 
whose income was not much above the pre- 
scribed stipend. He suggested to these 

arishes or their representatives—‘‘ Why not 

ook over your finances; see if you cannot 
stretch them a little bit, and then go to 
the Council and say they were prepared to 

merease the income of their clergy by 20, 30 
or 40 per cent.'’ If any of the parishes did 
that, the Council would help them as far as 
they were able to increase their incomes, 
(Applause.) 

LOOKING AHEAD. 

Senator H. B. Armstrong, H.M.L., in 
seconding the motion, said that he thought 
the success of the work of the Council was 
very largely due to the distinguished 
Secretary, Archdeacon Irwin. They had now 
a perfectly clean sheet, without any money 
being due from any source whatever, and 
if that had been accomplished in a time of 
absence of prosperity eithér in industry or 
agriculture, he thought they could now look 
forward to easier times, because up to the 
tae the efíect of the de-rating scheme 

ad not been felt. The Church might 
be described as a model one. The 
harmony and good feeling which existed on 
every side were most encouraging and remark- 
able, and he had never been present at a 
Synod where the position of the diocese had 
been so successful. (Applause.) "

At the DROGHEDA Corporation meeting 
last Tuesday night a resolution from the 
Drogheda Workers’ Council, calling on the 
Free State Government to take steps to pre- 
serve the mussel-fishing industry of the 
country, was adopted. Mr. F. Dennis said 
that the County Councils of Louth and Meath 
had agreed to guarantee the loans required 
for the erection of disinfection tanks at Morn- 
ington and Dundalk, but the Free State Loca! 
Government Department raked up an Act of 
Parliament, and told the County Counctis 
that they had no power to guarantee the 
loans. If private enterprise does not come to 
the aid of the mussel-fishing industry it will 
become ‘‘down and out.” A few rublic- 
spirited gentlemen in Mornington are taking 
up the matter. Note—The mussel-fishing in- 
dustry, which is engaged in by families at 
Mornington, Drogheda, and Dundath, cnd re- 
presented thousands of pounds, has been 
suspended, because the mussels have been 
found on arriVa] in England to be contami- 
nated with sewage matter. : 


INADEQUATE WATER SUPPLY. 

Protests against the inadequacy of the 
water supply at DUNDALK quays was made 
at the meeting of the Harbour Board, * :llow- 
ing on the reading of a letter from Mr. 
Maurice Sellars, town surveyor, stating that 
the Urban Council had authorised the pre- 
paration of plans for the improvement of the 
supply at the quays. The Chairman (Mr. 
William Twibill) said that for ten years thes 
had been complaining about tle want of 
water.
